Naples, April IO.—A frightful disan 
tar occurred In the center of the city 
Tuenday morning, when the roof of 
the Monte OHveto market collapsed 
from the weight of ashes thrown from 
Mount Vesuvius. 
It is not known how 
many people were In the building. The 
work of rescue progressed during the 
morning hours, and before noon seven 
bodies bad been removed and seventy 
injured persons taken from the ruins. 
The disaster was appalling. 
The 
courtyard covers 600 square feet and 
Is roofed. 
The space within was un­ 
usually crowded with buyers and chil­ 
dren, the accident happening at an 
hour of the day when trade is most 
brisk. 
Rival displays of flowers, fruits 
and vegetables contended for buyers, 
while market women screamed their 
wares and Joked with customers. 
Lit­ 
tle children played about the stands, 
adding to the gayety of the scene, the 
like of which is not witnessed outside 
of Naples. 
Suddenly, with scarcely a 
tremor of warning, there was a terri­ 
fying crash, and the brilliant sights 
disappeared in a cloud of dust, while 
shrieks of agony rent the air. At IO:SO 
a. rn. the bodies of sixteen dead per­ 
sons had been taken from beneath the 
ruins of Mont Ollveto market, and 178 
Injured people are being cared for at 
hospitals 
The collapse of the market, roof bas 
again turned the city of Naples into 
mourning. 
People seemed demented. 
Thy surrounded the market, In many 
cases tearing their hair, cursing and 
•creaming, ‘‘Oh, Is my husband there!** 
or, “Bring out my child!” and endeav­ 
oring with their own hands to move 
heavy beams, from beneath which the 
groans of the injured were issuing. 
The cries for help were so heartrend­ 
ing that even the rescuers were heard 
to sob aloud aa they 
worked 
with 
feverish eagerness to save life or ex­ 
tricate bodies of the dead from the 
ruins. 
Such was the anxiety of the 
people to take part in the work of 
rescue that It required determined ef- 
lorts on the part of a large force of 
police and carbineers to keep the most 
dsperate from moving beams too pre­ 
cipitately and thereby causing further 
deaths or injuries. Some people about 
the m arket were heard to exclaim a 
curse rested upon the people of Na­ 
ples for repudiating their saints Mon­ 
day when M ount Vesuvius was in its 
m ost violent mood. 
Scenes at O ttajano, when the first 
victim s unearthed t-e re . were most 
terrible. 
T he positions of the bodies 
showed the victim s had died while In 
a state of great terror, th eir faces be­ 
ing convulsed with fear

by side while a procession of friends 
and m inute offend up prayers beside 
them. Other bodies which were found 
later caused such an im pression among 
the already frantie people that the au­ 
thorities did not de. rn It advisable to 
perm it any more bodle* to be identi­ 
fied for a while. 
Forty-nine bodies 
had been taken out of one church at 
Otejano up to noon Tuesday. 
Toe fate of many «hildren at ottta- 
Jano Is unknown. 
When the military 
carts arrived at the scene of the dis­ 
aster Monday night soldiers arranged 
to have the c hildren and aged people 
get into carts, but when the vehicles 
had gone a few hundred feet It wa* 
found that although there were four 
horses harnessed to each wagon, they 
could not pull the loads through the 
deep ashes In spite of several desper­ 
ate efforts made to do so. This eauseo 
a panic among the children, who ex­ 
pected to be buried In the ashes ^roJ*1 
the volcano and they fled in all di­ 
rections in the darkness and blinding 
rain. Searching parties went after th* 
children, but in spite of continuous 
shouting and calling, no trace was 
found of them up to noon Tuesday, 
and It was feared that the children had 
been smothered In the ashes. 
Indignation of the people here as 
the result of the market disaster In­ 
creases as each additional body is 
taken out. and a disturbance approach­ 
ing a riot in Importance has already 
occurred. People loudly Insist that the 
authorities were aware that the roof 
of the market was unsafe, and that 
they were so excessively economical 
they would not appropriate funds nec­ 
essary to repair the building. 
Identi­ 
fication of bodies of a number of those 
killed by the collapse has been found 
to be impossible, owing to their being 
absolutely unrecognizable, 
in 
some 
cases being reduced to pulp, while oth­ 
ers were horribly mutilated, giving 
rise to scenes which are better unde­ 
scribed. 
Among the dead are many 
children who had been sent by their 
parents to do the morning’s market­ 
ing and the grief of the parents when 
the bodies of their loved ones were 
found was heartrending. 
The w eather suddenly changed In 
the afternoon of Tuesday. 
The w*ind 
blew strongly toward Naples and ashes 
from Mount Vesuvius began to fall 
.ast over the city. which consequent­ 
ly soon resumed its gray apearance. 
A high wind also made breathing dif­ 
ficult.

Naples, April IO.—R eports of fa­ 
talities consequent upon the eruption j 
of M ount Vesuvius are coming in. Ae-1 
cording to inform ation received late' 
Monday night 500 lives were lost. 
It; 
is said th at m ore than 200 perished 
in the district of San Giuseppe, while 
from the ruins of a church, which col 
lapsed, owing to the weight of ashes ! 
on the roof, forty-nine corpses w ere, 
extricated, and it is asserted th at at 
Sorrento, thirty-seven 
persons were 
killed by falling houses. 
A railway train from San Guiseppe 
for Naples was derailed owing to show­ 
ers of stone from the crater. 
Cavalry proceeding to the succor of 
the inhabitants of the devastated sec­ 
tion have been unable to m ake prog* 
rehh, the rain falling on the ashes i 
foot deep, having made It impossible 
for the horses to travel. 
The sea is greatly agitated. 
The 
sky has cleared, but heavy clouds hang 
over the east, threatening a furthe 
downpour. The stream s of lava are al­ 
m ost stationary. 
Troops are erecting 
barriers in the direction of Pompeii to 
preVent further dam age in that quar­ 
ter.

Lord had willed that he. should pro­ 
ceed in safety to Chicago, and that he 
would, therefore, win out in the fight 
to prove that he is the reincarnation 
of Elijah II.

Second. I should favor a law by 
which the -tate of Texas should en­ 
gage in the refining or manufactur­ 
ing of kerosene oil, using convicts as 
laborers, thereby coming In compe­ 
tition with the great trust of the 
country. 
Third, I should be in favor of a law 
working short term convicts on the 
public roatls, giving each county the 
preference of using its own convicts. 
Fourth, I should be in favor of 
amending the probate law of this 
state so that all estates less than one 
thousand dollars should be retired 
from the regular probate docket, 
thereby saving small estates from 
being exhausted by costs and ex ­ 
pense of court. 
Fifth, I should be in favor of a law 
making it a penalty for a witness in 
a felony case to leave the state of 
Texas after due process of law had 
been served upon him, for the pur­ 
pose of not testifying in said cause. 
Sixth—I should be iu favor of 
amending the Terrell election law so 
as to have primary elections for 
every officer of the State from g o v­ 
ernor to constable—Blanket primary 
pure and simple. 
Seventh—I should be in favor of 
submitting an amendment to the 
constiiution and to the people, so 
to have elections for all officers 
every 
four years Instead of two 
years, and that no officer should 
succeed himself save the judges of 
the various courts, and the clerks of 
said coarts. 
I should be in favor of a law pro 
viding for paying 
all veniremen 
drawn to serve as jurors in capital 
cases if they, in obedience to sum ­ 
mons, attend court,whether they are 
taken as part of the jury or not, for 
the time they actually attend court, 
W .
